Tnilsidaats of sober, moral and industrious havlts, of 
Southern birth, or entertalning sentiments favorable to the 
Inatitutions Of the South, many connect themselves with the 
movement, by reporting themselves, equipped as above, at 
the Rio Nueces eficampinent, 

No one Is expected to appear In camp before the 1th of 
Septenidor, bat as soon afterwards as possible.
